“ I. a. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in sub- 
division (4) of Article 36 of the schedule to the Local Govern- 
ment (Application of Enactments) Order 1898 a committee 30 
appointed by the county council for the transaction of any 
business transferred by this Order may consist partly of members 
of the council and partly of persons who are not members of 
the council so that the number of such persons does not exceed 
one-third of the total number of members of the committee ” 35
